ISSUE. BULLETIN 
ON INFLUENZA 


——— 
PROV. DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
GIVES BEST METHODS OF 
COMBATTING THIS 


The following health bulletin has 
been issued by the department of 
health at Edmonton following ‘the 


general outbreak of influenza in 
many parts of the country 
SYMPTOMS 


There may be considerable varia- 
t:on in the initial symptoms of influ- 
enza. There may or not be evidence 
of coryza or cold in the head. Nose 
bleed occurs in some cases. The 
fever is of a moderate height. The 
throat is usually congested. Head- 
ache, usually frontal, is an early 
manifestation but may be absent. 
Dizziness loss of appetite, and palpi 
tation of ‘the heart may ensue. Mark 
ed weakness, shortness of breath and 
severe muscular and joint pains may 
be present. In some cases severe ab- 
Gominal pain may be complained of 
and,in severe infection cyanosis may 
be noted. In a few cases a rash ap- 
pears shortly after the onset of the 
symptoms, usually being most mark 
ed over the chest. 

While the type of the disease pre- 
vailing gt this time is generally mild 
some patients are more severely ill 
than others, and as a consequence all 
do not manifest the variety ef symp- 
toms described above. 

PREVENTION 

To avoid contracting the disease 
it is advisable to keep away from 
crowds and crowded places. By reduc 

.ng contact to a minimum the chances 
of being infected are reduced Avoid 
getting chilled and maintain bodily 
resistance to disease by observing the 
following simple rules of health: 

Eat plain, easily digestible and 
nourishing food, and keep the bowels 
well regulated. 

Get eight hours’ sleep each night in 
a well-ventilated bedroom 

Get some exercise each day out in 
the open. 

Do not worry about, the disease. 

Be cheerful. 

If the symptoms of the disease as 
cutlined above develop go to bed at 
once and remain there until fully re- 
covered. Thousands of people have 
died from influenza or the complica- 
tions following influenza by attempt- 
ing to stay at work and fight the 
disease.

To show that 
this is no empty statement let us look 
at the -f and figures brought to 
jight by a survey of camps made dur 
ing the last summer 

Varied Medical Attention 
The medical attention available 
varies from nothing at all to the pres 
ence of a practical nurse, to the em- 
ployment of several graduate nurses 
to the residence of a physician within 
twenty-five miles to the employment 
of internes, and finally to the pres- 
ence of a licensed physician who de- 
votes all his time to problems of sani 
tation and health in the camp in which 
he is stationed 
The facilities for the care of a sick 
youngster in camps—medical, sur- 
gical or emergency—vary from a tent 
with a cot to a well equipped and 
fully organized infirmary with four 
beds. The sanitation of thé camps

And this matter should receive 
attention NOW before the next sea- 
son opens. Camp directors should 
meet and go into the subject thorough 
ly . 

Many Camps Doubtful 

Parents have no way of knowing in 
which classification any particular 
camp falls. The description of the lo- 
cation, climate, sanitary conditions, 
food water supply, etc. are often 
gross exaggerations. Many of these 
summer camps for children are little 
better from a hygienic and sanitary 
standpoint than the army camps of 
the last century. And we all know 
what often happened in them 

Every summer camp should be com 
pelled to comply with certain stand- 
ards and there is still plenty of time 
for the proper authorities to formu- 
late requirements and for camp di- 
rectors to lay plans for their execu- 
tion Preventive medicine is scarcely 
that when it doesn’t begin to func- 
j tion until after the lives of several 
hundred have been sacrificed not a 
remote possibility in view of the con 
ditions listed above 

Are we going to attend to this 
NOW or are we going to follow our 
usual custom of waiting until a cata- 
clysm snuffs out the lives of a hun- 
dred. children? I wonder!

ENORMOUS LOSSES 
FROM WHEAT RUST 
Stem rust is regarded today as the 
most serious problem in wheat pro- 
duction in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan. It is believed to have caused an 
average annual loss during the past 
twenty-five years of at least $25,000,- 
000. In the one season of 1916 the esti 
mated loss to thé wheat crop of the 
Prairie Provinces due to rust is belie- 
ved to have been $200,000,000. Rust is 
caused by a fungus parasite the life 
history of which is fully explained in 
a new bulletin numbered 106 issued by 
the Department of Agriculture, at 
Ottawa. This publication by D. L. 
Bailey, Senior Plant Pathologist at’ 
the Dominion Rust Research Labora- 
tory, Winnipeg, bears the title “Stem 
Rust in Western Canada.” The field 
surveys which have been carried out 
to determine the origin and spread of 
stem rust, indicate that the earliest in 
vasions each year.are due to rust 
spores that are brought by winds to 
the Prairie Provinces from the wheat 
fields of the United States, According 
to this bulletin published by the Di- 
vision, of Botany, the Experimental 
Farms are actively engaged on a 
plant programme by which it is hoped 
to build up strains of heavy yielding 
and varieties of good milling wheat 
resistant to the most distructive var- 
ieties of rust. About twenty different 
crosses are now being carried on, 
some of which have reached the 
fourth generation. As relief by this 
procedure cannot be expected for sev- 
eral years the Department has been 
working upon treatments of the crop 
that offer hope in controlling rust. The

weather bureau at its central office in 


Washington and at its stations 
throughout the country. As an aid in 
answering these inquiries the bureau 
has assembled in Washington the 
irgest library in the world devoted to 
the subject of weather containing 
more than 47,000 books. 

Big as it is the Weather bureau li- 
brary cannot supply answers to all 
the questions addressed to the weath- 
ermanh, Many cannot be answered be- 
cause science itself, has not yet found 
the answers. Plenty of weather mys- 
teries still await solution. Some are 
unanswerable for other reasons, The 
bureau is often asked, for example 
why were there no rainbows before 
the flood. The other day a letter came 
from a correspondent who wanted to 
Know the differerice between a cyclone 
and a volcand. The bureau assumed 
that the writer meant tornado and re 
plied accordingly. 

What kinds of questions does the 
public ask the weatherman? There is 
almost no end to their variety. There 
ere however certain questions that 
are asked over and over again. Some 
of these relate to the dates and other 
particulars of memorable storms, cold 
winters, floods and other outstanding 
weather events. 

At least three or four times a year 
scmebody asks for. information about 
the “Big Wind in Ireland” This name 
is applied to a violent tempest that 
swept over the British isles in Janu- 
ary 1839 causing great destruction 
by land and‘sea. Strange to say 
tbough it is almost completely forgot- 
ten in the old country, it is frequently 
heard of in America. It was a recent 
event at the time Irish emigration to 
this country was at high tide follow- 
ing the terrible famine of 1845-46 and 
the memory of it has been preserved 
among the descendants of the Irish 
who came over at that period. 

The public is always much inter- 
ested in record-breaking extremes of 
weather. There are many questions 
xs to the highest and lowest: tempera 
tures ever registered in the United 
States: or_ elsewhere fhe, places hay- 
ing the greatest and least rainfall, the 
strongest winds ever observed and so 
on Statistics on such subjects neces- 
sarily vary somewhat from year to 
year. Several places for instance 
have successively held the blue rib- 
bon for hot weather. For many years 


this distinction was enjoyed by War 


gla, a town in the Algerian Sahara. 
Then in 1913 Death Valley, Califor- 
ria established a new world record 
with a reading of 134 degrees. This 


‘held good until 1922 when it was sur- 


passed by two degrees at the village 
of Azizia in the Italian Sahara. The 
low temperature record has been held 
since 1892 by Verkhoyansk, Siberia, 
close to the artic circle, with an of- 
ficial reading of 90 degrees below 
zero. 

The rainiest know place in the 
United States is Glenora. Tillamook 
county Oregon, where the rainfall 
averages 13114 inches a year and the 
driest is Death Valley where it aver- 
ages a little over one and one-half 
inches a year. Whether the heaviest 
snowfall of the United States occurs 
in the high Sierra of California or on 
the upper slopes of Mount Rainier, 
Wash., is an unsettled question. 

Chicago’s nickname “the Windy 
City” raises the question whether the 
city is actually windier than others. 
The answer is that the wind measure 
ments in Chicago show a higher aver 
age than in any other large city of the 
United States (only slightly higher 
than in New York) but are surpassed 
at many smaller towns on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. The 
strongest wind ever measured in this 
country was nominally 186 miles an 
hour, registered on the summit of 
Mount Washington, N. H., Jan. 11, 
1878, but certain necessary correc- 
tions reduce this figure to about 140 
miles an hour. Far stronger winds 
occur in tornadoes, but they have 
never been measured. 

“How large are the biggest hail- 
stones?” is a perennial question Huge 
masses of ice have sometimes been 
found after hailstorms but they were 
doubtless the result of several hail- 
stones freezing together while lying 
in a heap on the ground. The great- 
est possible size of a single hailstone 
cannot be stated with any certainty. 
In August 1925 a’hailstone fell 
through the roof of a house at Heid- 
graben, Schleswig-Holstein This stone 
was nearly ten inches long. There 
have been several bigger hailstones 
but they were not so well authenticat 
ed. 
“Why” the weatherman is asked, 
‘4s a hailstone built up like an onion, 
of successive layers?” Hail is formed 
in the violent updraft of air at the 
front of a thunderstorm. In this tur-

coating of ice from rain below, until 
finally on account of its lange size or

Several phenomena of the atmos- 
sphere are 80 uncommon that each 
occurrence of one of them calls forth 
letters of inquiry from the public, A- 
mong these rarities are the muff-shap 
ed masses of snow known as “snow 
rollers” which are sometimes found 
by the thousands lying on snow-cover 
ed fields and lawns? They are formed 
by the wind when the temperature is 
just right to give the snow the nec- 
essary cohesion and each lies at the 
end of a long trough marking the path 
along which the snow has been rolled 
Then there are the delicate curved 
ribbons of ice that grow out from thé 
dry stems of certain plants. Their 
mode of origin is not well understood 
They called “ice fringes” 

Two er rare phenomena that the 

weatherman cannot explain to his own 
satisfaction much less to that of the 
layman are ball lightning and will-o’- 
the-wisp. 
' St Elmo’s fire—a harmless brush 
discharge of electricity from pointed 
objects—is something that most peo- 
ple have read of but few have seen. 
It is commonest on high mountains; 
less common at sea. 


HOW HONEY MAY BE USED 
(Experimental Farms Note) 


Honey once the worlds only source 
of sugar is still the best and purest 
of nature’s sweets. Not only is honey 
a sweet, but it is also a valuable en- 
ergy producing food, and as such, de- 
serves a place on the daily menu of 
every Canadian home. It is especially 
good for children becausé it satisfies 
their natural craving for sweets and 
also supplies the necessary energy for 
their play or work. 

Honey is the nectar of flowers, ga- 
thered and modified by the honey bee 
Approximately it consists of 85 per 
cent invert volatile oils.: Honey varies 
in colour and flavour according to its 
source but all is of equal value as a 
sweet or food. All Canadian honey 
granulates sooner or later, depending 
upon the proportions of the invert 
sugars present. Unfortunately, granu- 
lation is often taken as a sign of 
adulteration, this, however is not the 
case, as granulation indicates purity 
and does not in any way affect the 
quality of the honey. 

Honey may be used in many ways, 
the most common’way being as a 
spread or for dessert. Tons of honey 
are now being used in the manufac- 
ture of bread, cakes. cookies. etc., and 
many a housewife has found that 
when honey is used instead of sugar 
in the making of such articles a bet- 
ter flavour is produced, and that the 
product will keep fresh and moist for 
a much longer period. Honey mixed 
with peanut butter or cheese also 
makes an excellent filling for sand- 
wiches and a sweetener for cereals, 
truit drinks, ice cream, etc., it is un- 
surpassed. Honey can also be used in- 
stead of sugar for preserving fruit 
and in’ the making of candies, and 
will impart a flavour all its own. In 
slmost any recipe that calls for the 
use of sugar, honey may be wholly 
or partially substituted and the pala- 
tability and food value of the product 
increased by so doing.

In the first class the recognition of 
existing radio problems by the gov- 
ermment and the renewal of the radio 
commission with instructions to effect 
uniform wavelength and power distri- 
bution throughout the country formed 
the foundation for the year’s develop- 
ments. The commission formed, of 
trained experts in the particular 
branches of the art, adopted the con- 
structive “listener first” policy and 
Ccug into the almost impossible prob- 
lems ‘confronting them. In gradual 
and reallocated wavelengths, trans- 
mitting power and operating hours 
until toward the end of the year, the 
radio public was given the best and 
clearest radio reception it has ever 
experieiced. : 

Advent of Batteryless Sets 

The development in apparatus dur- 
ing the past yea> las been notewor- 
thy in a number of respects, the great 
est change being the wholesale going 
cver to the battery-less sets by the 
manufacturers. While this is not so 
rouch true of smal'er towns and coun- 
try locations, dealers in the big cities 
and larger towns are finding their 
battery sets hard to dispose of and are 
selling them at ridiculously low prices 
In all fairness to the battery sets, let 
it be said that their A.C. set rivals 
are in no way superior except for 
their lack of batteries and general con 
venience though in this age of pros- 
perity those two reactions seem to 
have been sufficient for the present A 
C «:t popularity. 

From the manufacturers’ stand- 
point 1928 has been important because 
of numerous censolidations of small- 
er firms into stronger units capable of 
meeting the stiff competition that is 
arising. These consolidations, in turn 
have presented in standardization, 
quantity productiop cheaper sets and 
therefore more listeners.

QU—P.T.M.says “I am not very fam 
iliar with radio but have been given 
a set I do not know how to instal. The 
directions call for a ground connect- 
ion. We have no water pipes here and 
cannot make much of a ground con- 
nection until the earth thaws. Is there 
bo Other way of operating the set? 

Ang:—You can get just as good re- 
sults from your receiver by stretching 
a long insulated wire over the sur- 
tace of the ground and connecting it 
to the ground termina] of your set. 

Q—H. J. R. asks; “For how low a 
wavelength can the ordinary receiv- 
ing tubes be made to oscillate?” 

Ans.—It is very easy to make any 
cf the ordinary tubes oscillate at be- 
low 5 meters wavelength and most of 
them will work as low as about 2.5 
meters. 

Q-—H. T. B. asks: “How fast should 
a scanning disk turn in order to re- 
ceive television pictures?” 

Ans:— The speed necessary de- 
pends upon the particular arrange- 
ment used at the transmitting station 
You can obtain the transmitting ar- 
rangement from the station you wish 
te receive and rig up your scanning 
disk to have the same number of holes 
and the same speed.

A proper  under- 
‘eanding between partners of the con- 
ventions of bidding and play makes 
better Bridge and more pleasant re- 
ations with one’s partners, but every 
vlayer should realize that there are 
«xceptions to all rules. A recent book 
arty uction expresses ‘the point very 
well: 

“One ‘aspiring to become‘an expert. 
tiayer must ‘remember this important 
axiom — There is no ever hor never in 
Auction Bridge. 

“That is, no rule is too good to be 
lsroken when the proper occasion arises, 
The player who ws best when and 
now to dispense with a rule, knows 
hest how to play the game. But one 
thing must never be overlooked. The 
paves must somewhere, somehow, have 
earned the application of the rule he is 
lreaking, before he attempts to break it. 

“When the author uses the word 

‘never’, please read ‘hardly ever.’ Do 
not hesitate to break any rule herein 
set, forth tf you see a good reason for 
doing so— but be sure your reason is 
better than the rule.” 

One of the conventions of bidding 
that usually should be followed is to 
bid the major suit, if you have one, in 
preference to a no trump, but the 
following hand shows a justifiable de- 
parture from this rule or convention:

In this case, the four aces make the 
no trump bid justifiable, especially as 
the heart bid contains only one honor. 
But don’t let 100 aces influence you to 
bid an unsound no trump rather than a 
sound major suit, when the suit is such 
a strong one,that game is a certainty. 
On the other hand, don’t bid a weak 
major suit in preference to a sound no 
trump, especially when the hand con- 
tains 100 aces. All pass the no trump 
bid and A opens the four of clubs. 

The play of this hand is instructive 
also, so should be carefully noted. The 
fact that A leads the four of clubs, the 

‘fourth best of his long suit, and that 
the deuce and trey of clubs are.in the 
dummy hand, show that A has only 
four clubs. Therefore Z should win the 
first club trick with the ace and set his 
heart suit. He can afford to lose one 
heart and. three club tricks. ‘He. will 
still score game if the spade finesse is 
successful. 

Played in this way, Y Z will make 
one club, four heart, three spade and 
one diamond tricks or three odd, game 
and rubber. Learn to count your tricks 
and plan the play of the hand before 
you play to the first trick. It will win 
you many a game and rubber. 

There is another case where con- 
ventions should be discarded. That a 
“two-suiter” always should be played 
at a suit is one of the recognized con- 
ventions of the game; but sometimes 
there is a better bid, and the following 
hand is a good illustration:

From Saska- 
toon in the center of the Alberta and 
Saskatchewan prairies, to Liverpool 
by way of Hudson bay in only 3,791 
miles whereas it is 5,213 miles by way 
of the Great Lakes and the St Law- 
rence the present rail-and-water route 
That difference of 1,422 miles doesn’t 
tell half the story. From Fort Church 
hill the terminus of the Hudson bay 
railroad to Liverpool is almost ex- 
actly the same distance as from Mon- 
treal where the wheat now goes on
